It is also 
represented as a mechanical device of praying for the un- 
educated. We are sorry that our separated brethren do not 
know even a little hbout the rea! significance of the Rosary, 
and are not acquainted, at least in a slight degree, with its 
beauty and power. 

The Rosary is an ancient form of prayer, and has been, 
for centuries, a devotion practiced and cherished far more by 
the educated than by the illiterate. The two prayers of which 
it is mainly composed have come to us from Heaven—the 
Lord’s Prayer from the lips of “Christ Himself, and the Hail 
Mary from the lips of an Angel who, St. Luke declares, was 
delegated by God Himself to bring the message to earth. 

It was soon after Mary received the Angel’s message, 
that, under the inspiration of the Holy Ghost, she exclaimed, 
“Behold from henceforth all generations shall call me bless- 
ed.” (Luke 1.) Her prophecy is fulfilled in the gene ‘ral use of 
the Rosary.
